“Suppose the case of a man killed 
by negligence in a factory or in a 
public street. 
The

to the in­ 
stant, secures 
the 
names 
of wit­ 
nesses and the statement 
of 
their 
evidence. 
Representatives 
of 
the 
dead man can find neither evidence 
cor the names of those who saw the 
accident. 
The case comes on for 
trial: counsel has that evidence that 
In the affairs of life, anywhere out­ 
side the courts of justice, would car­ 
ry conviction that the cause was ab­ 
solutely just. The court, constrained 
by its rules rejects the evidence. A 
non-suit is 
imminent. 
Defendant’s 
counsel sitting in 
the 
court room, 
has iii his files of papers the state­ 
ments of witnesses, 
who, if called, 
would establish the 
plaintiff’s case. 
lf the names are disclosed and 
the 
evidence given, the truth is revealed 
and justice is done. If the evidence 
i<v withheld the truth is undisclosed,

wrong are perpetrated.
